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Tonight’s Game . . . 


Fort Hays State makes its sec- 
ond home appearance of the season 
tonight, looking to get back on the 
winning side after last Saturday's 
21-7 loss at Colorado State College. 

Presenting the opposition to- 
night are the Mules from Central 
Missouri State College, 

The Mules are 1-1-1 for the sea- 
son. They lost to Pittsburg State 
23-6, were tied 7-7 by Washburn 
and defeated Emporia State last 
weekend 7-6, 

The Tigers have a 2-1-0 mark. 
They have defeated Southwestern 
Oklahoma State College 7-6 and 
Kearney State 21-13, Their loss 
came at the hands of the Colorado 
State Bears last weekend at Gree- 
ley, 21-7. 

Leading the much-improved 
Mule ground attack is halfback 
Adolphus Mooney, 6-3, 225-pound- 
er from Kansas City, Mo. Mooney 
keeps the opposition honest up the 
middle, and Willie Weaver, 5-10, 
165-pound speedster, will make the 
ends and defensive secondary work 
to contain him. 

Twenty -seven iettermen com- 
prise the heart of the Mule squad. 
Several good freshman prospects 
and a few transfers have given the 
Missouri squad depth in key posi- 
tions. 

The Mules will be bent on re- 
venge this evening for the 40-6 de- 
feat handed them by the Tigers 
last year at Warrensburg, FHS 
pulled all stops and scored 21 


points in the first quarter in cruis- 
ing to the victory. 

Tonight's game marks only the 
second time the two schools have 
met on the gridiron. 

Fort Hays State will probably go 
with the same basic lineups that 
started against Colorado State last 
Saturday. The Tiger starting line- 
ups have changed little since the 
season opened, T h e i r potent 
ground game and ground defense 
should sparkle tonight. 

Sophomore fullback Rich Dreil- 
ing continues to lead the FHS 
ground attack with 238 net yards 
in 46 carries for a 5,1 average. Bob 
Johnson is the second leading rush- 
er with 150 net yards and Bob An- 
thony, senior fullback from Kens- 
ington, has totaled 105 yards on 39 
carries. 

Johnson is the total offense 
leader with 402 yards gained pass- 
ing and rushing. He is the only 
Tiger to throw the ball this fall and 
has garnered 252 yards on 15 of 32 
attempts. He is throwing at a 47 
per cent completion rate, 

Ron Morel continues to lead the 
pass receiving department with 
five receptions for 132 yards and 
two touchdowns. He also, by virtue 
of being the only one to punt, leads 
that category with 20 punts for 
an average of 38,4 yards, 

M a x VanLaningham, senior 
halfback from Concordia, is per- 
fect from the extra-point kicking 
tee this season. He has hit five- 
of-five attempts. 


Next Week’s Game 

Next Saturday the Fort Hays 
State Tigers will travel to Topeka 
to open conference play against 
Washburn University. Excluding 
the Ichabods* contest tonight with 
Southern Colorado, the defending 
C1C champions have an 0-2-1 rec- 
ord. They have lost to Kearney 
State 40-14 and Fresno (Calif.) 
State 54-0, They tied Central Mis- 
siuro State 7-7 two weeks ago. The 
Tiger-Ichabod game will be played 
on Washburn's Homecoming Day. 
In history the Ichabods have won 
20 contests from the Tigers while 
the Bengals have won seven. Three 
games have ended in ties. Game 
time at Moore Bowl will be 1:30 
p.m. 

One Year Ago . . . 

The Tigers invaded the Mules' 
camp last year at homecoming and 
fom the start of the game proved 
they were in command. Scoring 21 
points in the first quarter, six in 
the second and 13 in the fourth 
quarter, they literally walked away 
from CMS, Bob Johnson led the 
Tigers with three touchdowns, all 
on the ground. The other Bengal 
tallies came on a three-yard pass 
from Johnson to Don Givens, a 
two-yard plunge by Steve Worley 
and a 10-yard pass from Leo Hay- 
den to Max VanLaningham, Van- 
Laningham kicked four-of-six ex- 
tra points to close the scoring for 
the Tigers. The Mules' score came 
on a seven-yard run by Willie 
Weaver. Final score: FHS 40, 
Central Missouri 6,

Tonight’s Opponent-Central Missouri 


Central Missouri State College is located in 
Warrensburg, Missouri, 53 miles east of Kansas 
City on U, S. Highway 50, 

CMS is a teacher training, vocation and liberal 
arts college, founded in 1871. The approximate 
enrollment on the Mule campus this fall is 6,200 
students. 

The Mules are a member of the Missouri Inter- 
collegiate Athletic Association and the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association, 

CMS possesses the unusual nicknames “Mules” 
because of the background of the city of Warrens- 
burg, once an important export market for the 
trading and selling of mules. 

The Mules play their home football games at 
Vernon Kennedy Stadium. The first lighted field 
in the Missouri Valley, the stadium seats 5,000. 

Football championships have eluded the Mules 
for the past nine years. They won conference 
titles in 1906, 1912, 1913, 1914, 1915, 1926 and 
1956. 

The Mules entered football competition in 


1894. They joined the newly formed Athletic As- 
sociation in 1895 under the direction of Coach 
Joseph Ferguson. Ernie Quigley of football fame 
was a member of the 1901 CMS Normal squad. 

Forrest G. (Fhog) Allen, former basketball 
coach at Kansas University, was football coach at 
Central Missouri from 1912 to 1919. 

With 27 lettermen back to play this fall. Coach 
Kenny Robb said, “We are looking to getting our 
heads above water.” The Mules have not fared 
too well the last two years (2-16-0), but with a 
veteran crew they are expecting to change things. 

The Mules play a nine-game schedule with 
four non-conference games with CIC teams. Aside 
from FHS, they have already played Emporia 
State, Pittsburg State and Washburn. 

Pittsburg State defeated the Mules 23-6 and 
Washburn tied them 7-7, but Central Missouri 
trimmed Emporia State 7-6. The outcome of to- 
night's contest could have a bearing on how the 
Tigers might stack up against these other CIC 
schools who have played the Mules.
